What needs to be done? What can be done?

Investigations leading to the writing 
of two previous articles on Lompoc’s 
downtown, and preparations for this 
final in the series have revealed two 
significant impressions: 1- The downtown 
is still a viable economic community 
despite the existence of store vacancies 
and a reduced number of economic out­ 
lets. 2 - The private sector business­ 
man sees a trend he would like to see 
reversed, but at the same time, most of 
those polled feel that the private sec­ 
tor is unable to mount the kind of effort 


the job would take— without the aid of 
government. 
Businessmen, almost exclusively, cited 
the need for parking and the need for a 
general facelift in the downtown commun­ 
ity. Several of the businessmen singled 
out the empty lot on the southeast cor­ 
ner of Ocean Avenue and H Street as an 
eyesore that served in their view as an 
immediate depressant to the image of 
the downtown. 
Several of those who were questioned 
in separate interviews said the impetus 
for downtown businessmen to act as an 
independent group to solve their com­ 


mon problems had been spent. 
They 
cited the abortive effort to form a park­ 
ing district and independent and thus 
far unsuccessful efforts to put together 
significant commercial packages; 
and 
the effort three years ago to form an 
urban renewal program. 
Reactions, however, were mixed and 
varied. Harley Craig, local real estate 
figure noted: “ Seven or eight years ago 
we tried to form a parking district 
and failed. People weren’t interested. 
The boom was on and the cash registers 
were ringing. Then when the registers 
stopped ringing people wondered what had 


happened. As far as that’s concerned I 
don’t think people are hurting too bad­ 
ly. It’d be expensive to put the civic 
center on the corner of Ocean Avenue and 
H Street as 
some people propose. 
I think the city is not in a position to 
develop a civic center at this time. 
I think the city shot its wad with the 
new library.” 
Robert Lilley, an insurance business­ 
man and downtown property' owner had 
this to say: “ The downtown at the present 
time is a study in frustration. There must 
be a clarification of the northeast corner 
of Ocean Avenue and H Street, andsome- 


thing must be done about the vacant lot 
on the southeast corner.” 
Lilley was another of those business­ 
men who felt the private sector in the 
downtown had made concerted efforts 
at various times to cope with the pro­ 
blems of parking and deterioration of 
buildings, but that some outside as­ 
sistance was needed now to break the 
commercial log jam. 
Howard Moore, co-owner of Moore’s 
Department Store at Ocean Avenue and 
I Street supported previous efforts to 
improve the downtown, but is now adopt­ 
ing a wait and see attitude. At the same 


time, Moore is moving ahead to put a 
new front on his Ocean Avenue frontage 
and an improved rear entrance. 
Moore was another of the business­ 
men who cited the southeast and north­ 
east corners of Ocean Avenue and H 
Street as vital cogs in the general image 
of the downtown. In other respects he 
is opposed to a walking mall in the 
downtown and feels any program he 
approves must allow him to keep his 
present building. He says he wants to 
rebuild some portions of his store, but 
would

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Men For The Moon 
Apollo right 
on schedule 
for tomorrow

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - "Go” re- 
ports steamed in from global support 
forces today for the launch of the three 
Apollo 11 astronauts Wednesday on his­ 
tory's first moon landing expedition. 
Nell A. Armstrong, Michael Collins 
and Edwin E. Aktrin were ready to go 
at 9:32 a.m. EDT. They were “ just tak­ 
ing it easy” in their final day before 
blastoff, reviewing plans tor a half mil- 
lion mile roundtrip unequalled in the an­ 
nals of space exploration. 
Officials reported all aspects of prep­ 
arations for the adventure were “ go.” 
Countdown work was ahead of schedule 
and the massive service tower began 
moving away from the 363 foot space 
machine at 10:45 a.m. 
Former President Lyndon B. Johnson 
flew to the Cape to join Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew, 200 congressmen and 
thousands of other VIPS and tourists ex­ 
pected to be on hand for the launching. 
Armstrong's wife, Janet, flew to the 
area Monday night to see her husband 
set out on his mission and she acV 
mitted “ I'm a little bit tense.” The fam­ 
ilies of the other two moon pilots r^ 
mained at home in Houston. 
By mid day, the Space Agency reported 
that technicians had completed today's 
major operations and were ready to 
start an 11-hour rest period before 
starting rocket fueling operations. 
Armstrong, the civilian commander of 
the $350 million mission, told the nation 
36 hours before blastoff that “ we* re will­ 
ing and ready to attempt to achieve our 
national goal. We're very happy to be re^ 
dy to fly.” 
“ I think I would sum up my feelings 
in a word — anticipation,” said Aldrin, 
who will join Armstrong on history's 
first moon walk next Monday morning. 
The three pilots hoped to get in a lit­ 
tle more practice spacecraft flying to- 
day, but Collins said “ I plan to sleep, 
lie in the sun and read the flight plan 
. . . again.” 
Apollo 11 is scheduled to take off at 
9:32 a.m. EDT and a force of thousands 
is strung out around the world to sup­ 
port it from blastoff to splashdown eight 
days, three hours and 19 minutes later. 
Armstrong, Collins and Aldrin held 
the 30 minute news conference Monday 
night and told reporters and a national 
television audience they had worked long 
and hard to get ready to go.

Councilman expected 


to introduce urgency 


ordinance tonight 


At the request of Councilman Richard 
Jacoby, an emergency ordinance is ex­ 
pected to be introduced tonight at the 
City Council meeting “ freezing” the is­ 
suance of any building permit for the con­ 
struction of a service station in a C-2-R 
zone, or downtown area. 
The ordinance would be in effect for 
90 days to allow City Council and Plan­ 
ning Commission members time to study 
the general question of whether such con­ 
struction should be allowed as a matter 
of right, as it now is, or whether it 
should require a use permit. 
City Attorney James Longtin explain­ 
ed that during the study period if Coun­ 
cil should decide to change present pro­ 
cedure, they would initiate a change in 
the ordinance. If not, the present pro­ 
cedure would continue after 90 days. 
It is believed that the action is be­ 
ing taken to study the rumored con­ 
struction of a service station on the 
northeast corner of H and Ocean Avenue, 
site of the former Security First Nat­ 
ional Bank building.

Such a fuss over 
Honduras accuses El Salvador 
a little thing, 
says lady pilot 


LONDON (UPI)— Mrs. Marion Hart, 
77, of Washington D.C. insisted today 
she didn’t overshoot the runway. Lon­ 
don airport officials said she did. 
“ But it was a bad landing,” admitted 
Mrs. Hart. 
Mrs. Hart flew Into Heathrow Air­ 
port Monday from Scotland after finish­ 
ing her second solo crossing of the At­ 
lantic in a single engine plane. 
“ Can you see the runway?” asked 
the Heathrow control tower as the plane 
approached. 
“ Well, dear, I can see a lot of run­ 
ways,” the elderly lady said. 
instead of landing op a two mile 
long runway as the tower instructed, 
Mrs. Hart landed on a half mile long 
taxi strip, the airport said. 
“ That made such a fuss!” Mrs. Hart 
said. “ They say I overshot the runway 
and 1 say 1 didn't. This little man said 
we have to make a report of it.”

Pearl Harbor” bombings

Honduras accused neighboring El Salvador today of bombing nine of its towns 
and of launching an invasion it said was as treacherous as Japan’s Pearl Harbor at­ 
tack. El Salvador said the bombings were in self-defense. 
President Fidel Sanchez of El Salvador said Honduras was trying to incite a revo­ 
lution against his government and trying to “ exterminate” Salvadorean peasants 
who had emigrated to Honduras. 
Honduras said El Salvador warplanes bombed nine Honduran towns indiscriminate­ 
ly Monday and sent two tank supported troop columns across the border, one of 
them penetrating 40 miles into Honduras. Honduras fighter pilots reported down­ 
ing one of the attacking C47s. 
Sanchez said the Castro Cuban government radio and the Honduran radio had 
both called on the people of El Salvador to revolt. 
“ As president of the republic and commander-in-chief of the armed forces . . . in 
an act of legitimate defense, I have ordered our armed forces to repel acts of ag­ 
gression all along our border,” he said. 
“ To prevent aggression of greater proportions there have been bombardments 
of military objectives on Honduran territory.” 
Sanchez 
denied Honduran claims of shooting down Salvadorean warplanes. 
The Salvadorean National Assembly declared “ a suspension of guarantees” to 
give the government night except for a 50 minute period. 
In Tegucigalpa, 
President Qsvaldo Lopez of Honduras spent the night with mili­ 
tary advisers. He was expected to go on national television and radio within the next 
24 hours. 


Moondust fire 
worries NASA 


LONDON (UPI) — The Apollo 11 astro­ 
nauts face the risk of moondust ex­ 
plosions, a danger never mentioned pul> 
licly by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, according to a 
former space agency official. Paul Han­ 
ey said on British television Monday 
right that “ moondust carried into the 
moonship could explode or burst into 
flames.” 


Although the possibility of such com­ 
bustion was remote, Haney said, it was 
“ a nagging worry” to space scientists 
who have been studying the situation for 
the last three years. 


“ It is a danger that has never been 
mentioned publicly by NASA officials,” 
he said% 


Haney said NASA scientists “ will be^ 
holding their breath” when the astro­ 
nauts return to the moonship after two 
hours and 40 minutes on the moon’s sur­ 
face.

MOSCOW (UPI)— The Soviet Luna 15 
which scientists speculate may scoop up 
a sample of the moon’s surface before 
the U.S. Apollo 11 crew gets there streak­ 
ed toward the lunar surface today, well 
past the halfway point of its mission. 
Luna 15 is expected to reach the vic­ 
inity of the moon about the time the 
l.S. Apollo 11 astronauts begin their 
voyage to put the first man on the moon. 
The craft was launched Sunday. 
All was silence from the Soviet craft 
the monitors at Britain's Jodrell Bank 
Observatory said they had received no 
signals since Sunday. 
Soviet Cosmonaut Maj. Gen. Georgi 
Beregovoi said in a news conference in 
Helsinki “ it may take samples of lunar 
soil or it may try to solve the problems 
of a return from the moon surface.”

SAIGON (UPI) — The United States 
withdrew 1,080 more GIs from the war 
zone today and turned over an artillery 
base to South Vietnam amid high level 
reports another Communist offensive 
was in the making. 
The withdrawal of 300 Marines, abatal- 
lion of 750 soldiers from the U S 9th 
Infantry Division and 30 medical per­ 
sonnel from a Kentucky National Guard 
unit brought to 5,300 the number of Am­ 
ericans pulled out of the war under Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s plan to extract 25,000 by 
September.

The 1969-70 county proper­ 
ty tax was still an elusive thing 
to pin down Monday. 
But as public hearings ended 
on the new budget late in the day.

wind up in the area of $2.37 
per $100 or a ssessed valuation. 
But it could go up or down, 
Johnson added, depending on 
finalization of revenue reports 
from Auditor A. T. Eaves Jr. 
The county supervisors voted 
to put over adoption of the new 
proposed 
budget, now up to 
$47.2 m illion, to next Monday. 
Expenditures and correspond­ 
ing 
revenues were increased 
during the week due to shifts 
in welfare and road funds that 
offset one another for the most 
part, raising the general fund 
figure from S45.9 m illion.

Missile course taught 
at VAFB one of a kind 


The Ballistic Missile Staff 
course which convened at Van- 
denberg A FB recently, is a four 
day course which is the only 
one of its kind in the Armed 
Forces, 
base officials said. 
The 
present 
day course, 
which is designed to provide a 
comprehensive background on 
ballistic missiles and space 
systems to military and civilian 
personnel of the Department of 
Defense, evolved from an array 
of informal and extemporane­ 
ous courses. 
Covering such areas as the 
operation, maintenance, logis­ 
tics and reliability testing of 
the Titan and Minuteman weapon 
systems, as well as the space 
program, Soviet ICBM technolo­ 
gy and a look into future space 
and 
missile 
activities, 
the 
course has led to the develop­ 
ment of a unique and elaborate 
use of visual aids in order to 
present the material. 
Such techniques as the use 
of three large rear - projection 
screens, 35mm projectors with 
fade in and fade out capabili­ 
ties, view graph transparency 
projector 
with 
an animation 
adaptor, ultraviolet activated 
fluorescent instructional 
aids 
and up to ten projectors at one 
time add demension 
to the 
course. 
Also used as teaching aides 
are classroom recessed display 
cases containing scale models 
of most missiles, anti-missile 
missiles, reentry vehicles, and 
Atlas, 
Titan 
and Minute- 
man launching facilities. A re­ 
covered Mark II-A reentry ve­ 


hicle, used with the Minuteman 
weapons system, is among the 
“ real life " displays. 
In 1966, after only six months 
in actual operation, the course 
was nominated for the Air Force 
Associations Hoyt S. Vanden- 
berg Trophy for its distinguish­ 
ed service to national security 
in the field of aerospace educa­ 
tion. 
Another unique feature of the 
course is its "road show" ca­ 
pabilities. Designed to be an 
exact 
duplicate of the formal 
course, with some minor ex­ 
ceptions, it is to be used to 
update Department of Defense 
personnel that can not attend 
the 
formal 
course 
at Van- 
denberg. The portable class can 
also be used at service schools 
and colleges to bring the missile 
story to students in this field. 


Due to the subject matter of 
the 
course a "need-to-know" 
and a minimum security clear­ 
ance of secret is mandatory. 
All officers meeting this quali­ 
fication are eligible to attend 
as well as enlisted men in the 
grade of master sergeant or 
above and civilians in the grade 
of GS-7 or above. 
There are presently eight in­ 
structors involved in presenting 
the orientation. They are Major 
Charles W. Barnum, offieer- 
in - charge, Major Charles P. 
McAndrews, Captains Raymond 
L. Florow and Larry E. Phil­ 
lips, SMSgt. Dennis R. Owens, 
MSgts. James L. White and 
Thomas H. Cunningham and Ser­ 
geant Smith.

Anglers 
contemplating 
a 
vacation in northern or cen­ 
tral California areas can ex­ 
pect an upswing in fishing ac­ 
tion, according to reports from 
Pacific Gas and Electric stream 
scouts. 
Reports are encouraging with 
most water conditions now re­ 
turning to normal in most areas. 
Upper elevations, however, are 
still snow-bound. 
Some of the reports on the 
areas surveyed, picked at ran­ 
dom. 
Humboldt County — all 
waters clear with Klamath and 
Trinity rivers low and cold 
with fishing fair to good. Coas­ 
tal salmon fishing is also very 
good. Mendocino County— fish­ 
ing fair everywhere with clear 
water. Coastal salmon fishing 
there is also good. 
Sacramento 
River — some 
very good areas, tributaries are 
clear 
and 
cold with weather 
warming . . . Yuba and Bear 
rivers, fishing excellent with 
m ost roads passable . . . good 
fly fishing in north, middle and 
south forks of Yuba but bait 
fishing fair. Kaweah River, big 
improvement noted, ail stream s 
high, clear and cold with fair 
to good fishing. Tule River, 
medium high, clear and cold 
with good fishing. This area 
also includes Balch Park Lakes 
Nelson and other tributaries. 
In the Kern River area, the 
river above Johnsondale is med­ 
ium high and clear and cold 
with fair fishing. Lake Isabella 
is also full, clear and cold with 
fishing best in the evenings. 
Locally, 
reports 
are that 
albacore have been taken by 
commercial fishermen about 20 
m iles south of Avila Beach. The 
report was that the fish have 
been wild, taking alm ost any 
lure than anglers have tried. 
Area trout fishing has also 


been good at Laguna Lake, Lop­ 
ez Dam and Lopez Creek whiie 
all plantings in Santa Barbara 
County have been discontinued. 
In regard to the Lopez area 
east of Arroyo Grande, there 
were no stockings in either of 
those two waters during the 
past week. The lake took a 
heavy beating over the Fourth 
of July weekend but anglers with 
the right amount of “ know-how” 
are still getting fish there. 
We noted an improvement in 
recreation area conditions with 
better traffic control 
in the 
camping areas since the instal­ 
lation of road signs. The lake 
proper can still stand improve* 
ment in regard to boating con­ 
trol. Water skiing still takes i 
place too close to the shore, 
much to the disgust of fisher­ 
men. 
With a little firm control 


there is absolutely no reason 
why everyone cannot get along 
perfectly well as most folks 
must realize that everyone has 
his 
own 
water 
recreational 
needs. 
Ocean fishing out of Port 
San Luis is fair to good but as 
usual, the wind is still a pro­ 
blem all over. Even those fish­ 
ing Lopez Lake find an occas­ 
ion to complain about the wind! 
Bottom fishing is still ex­ 
cellent but here again, the wind 
is also a big factor. It is es­ 
pecially so for bottom fisher­ 
men since it is hard to remain 
on the rocks— where the fish 
are— when a drift of a few 
feet can take the tackle clear 
away from the reefs where in 
all probability there are no 
fish. 


The DFG has reported the 
1969 hunting regulations book­ 
lets have been shipped to lic­ 
ense 
agents 
throughout 
the 
state. These are free to the 
public and should be available 
in the near future at all out­ 
lets. 
The booklet does not contain 
the 1969 seasons and bag lim­ 
its for doves, pigeons and wat­ 
erfowl. These can’t be set un­ 
til the federal framework has 
been received, when these sea­ 
sons will be set. 
So far, the Fish and Game 
Commission has already an­ 
nounced its intention to open 
the dove season statewide on 
Labor Day, Monday, Sept. 1, if 
that date is within the federal 
dates. The seasons for pigeons 
are expected to be set at the 
July meeting of the commis­ 
sion with waterfowl regulations 
to be adopted Aug. 22, after re­ 
ceiving the federal regulations. 
The DFG has also warned an­ 
glers fishing in the Colorado Ri­ 
ver that if they catch any sil­ 
very fish in the Colorado that 
is less than 16 inches long and 
has dark stripes running length­ 
wise on its sides they must re* 
turn it. 


The fish would either be an 
undersized bass, on which the 
minimum length is 16 inches, 
or a white bass which may not 
be taken or possessed anywhere 
in California. At this point the 
DFG is most concerned about 
634 white bass which were in­ 
troduced to the Colorado since 
last December. The DFG ex­ 
pects these fish to spawn and es­ 
tablish* a self-sustained popula­ 
tion that will provide good fam­ 
ily-type fishing in a year round 
season. Fish are expected to 
reach a weight of five pounds 
although the average of those 
caught is about one pound. They 
are prolific spawners and are 
easily caught.

Hall of Famer Edd Roush startled 
baseball as sport's first holdout 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - Edd 
Roush is 76 years old but still 
appears in such fine fettle that 
few baseball veterans would 
have been surprised had he held 
out before the recent Old-Tim­ 
ers’ game at Shea Stadium. 
Of course, nowadays a hold­ 
out or sports retirement is 
about as common as a campus 
riot. It’s Joe Namath one day, 
Richie Allen the next, Bill Rus­ 
sell the day after. Doesn’t any­ 
body here want to play the game 
anymore? 
But Roush was holding out 
and 
retiring 
long before it 
was 
fashionable. 
He rarely 
made it to spring training for 
more than a week before the 
season opener. Once he wait­ 
ed until three days before the 
start of the season. And once 
1930, he just waited — and wait­ 
ed and waited and waited. By 
the time he got off his front 
porch it was football season. 
The Hall of Fame outfielder 
who played in three leagues, the 
Federal, American and Nation­ 
al, from 1913 to 1931, and had 
a lifetime batting average of 
.312, did play in the Old-Tim­ 
ers’ game, for fun if not for 
finances. 
“ The players now have trou­ 
bles over something else, not 
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salary, 
the 
way I did,” said 
Roush. “ I always stood up for 
what I was worth. 
“ I was 22 years old when I 
came up with the White Sox 
in 1913. I was making $125 a 
month, and only for five one- 
half months. So when the Indi­ 
anapolis ball club in the Fed* 
era! League got in touch with me 
and offered me $2,000, I went. 
“ In 1915 I made $4,000 in 
the Federal League and it would 
have taken me nearly 10 years 
to make that with the White 
Sox. The Federal League fold­ 
ed after 1915, for financial rea­ 
sons.” 
In 
1917 
Roush, then with 
Cincinnati, led the league with a 
.341 batting average. The next 
year he lost the batting cham­ 
pionship by two points to Zack 
Wheate, who hit .335. 
“ And do you know what ha|> 
pened after that season?” he 
asked. “ They wanted to cut my 
salary $500. Cut it! I was mak­ 
ing $5,000 then, I held out until 
three days before the season be­ 
gan. To this day I still don’t 
know what they could have been 
thinking about.” 
By 1919, however, Roush w as 
earning $15,000 
a year. That 
season the Reds beat the White 
Sox in the World Series. How­ 
ever, 
some Chicago players 
were not trying too hard. It 
resulted in the Black Sox scai* 
dal. 
“ You just can’t mess around 
with gamblers if you’re in front 
of the public,” said Roush. “ And 
you can’t have gamblers fre­ 
quenting your place of business, 
the way Joe Namath does. 
“ We had some players on the 
Cincinnati 
ball 
club 
who 
wouldn’t 
stop going to places 
where gamblers were. This was 
about nineteen and twenty-one. 
We got rid of them.” 
In 1930, 
Roush felt he was 
again being underpaid. So he 
decided to quit. 
“ I figured that if I couldn’t 
make anything out of it, that 
I might as well stay home,” 
he said. “ I was 37 then. You 
gotta quit sometime. I felt that 
was as good a time as any. 
But the next year the team was 
hurt by the Depression and had 
to sell a lot of players. The 
owner asked me to come back 
to help draw crowds. So I went 
back for one more year.” 
Roush almost quit after the 
1926 season, when he was trad­ 
ed to the New York Giants 
and John J. McGraw, whom he 
played for in 1916. 
“ I didn’t enjoy playing for Mo 
Graw,” 
said 
Roush. “ You 
make a bad play and he would 
use every swear word imagine 
ble on you. I was going to 
quit and wrote him a letter tell­ 
ing him I would not play for 
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him for any kind of money. He 
kept writing me letters and of­ 
fering me more money. But I 
was busy hunting quail in Oak­ 
land City, Ind. Finally, he asked 
to see me in Chattanooga, where 
the team was coming north. 
“ I was supposed to be in his 
room at 8 in the morning. But 
I lolled around with the players 
in the hotel. Finally we met in 
his room at 12:30. After a little 
hassle he offered me $70,000 for 
three years. I said okay, but I 
told him that if he ever cuss­ 
ed me out, he was damn liable 
to get hurt. 
“ I got in uniform and played 
six innings that day, got two base 
hits at three times at bat. And 
I think Mr John J. McGraw 
was hoping I’d break a leg.”

Brothers Museum on Gemini 8, 
which to him was a bit akin to 
carrying a piece of the True 
Cross. 
“ He’s one of those kids who 
rode his bicycle out to the little 
grass airport of his little home 
town every day—just like in 
the movies. 
“ And he’s a great, great 
pilot. He showed his tremen­ 
dous ability on Gemini Sin 1966 
as command pilot when the No. 
8 thruster stuck open, and he 
began rotating, tumbling out of 
control, once a second. That’s 
.pulling about six G’s. 
’ “ He had one hell of a time 
getting that thing stopped. I 
thought sure we were going to 
lose ’em. It was the first-and 
only—space emergency. Pilots 
have nine lives. Neil’s used up 
several of his. 
“ He bailed out of a shot-up 
Navy jet in Korea when he was 
21 years old. Another time, he 
clipped a Chinese metal-cable 
boobytrap between two hills 
and lost a wingtip but babied 
the plane safely to the aircraft 
carrier. And he flew 78 combat 
missions 
and got three air 
medals out there. 
“ And tliat crash of the lunar 
landing vehicle here a year ago 
—he was 60 feet from death. He 
ejected just right. He could 
have ejected himself into the 
ground. Once in a while he gets 
into such an intense mood over 
flying that he stutters. And he’s 
a driver on the crew.

airplanes, rebuilt a real air­ 
plane, and got his pilot’s license 
on his 16th birthday-before he 
had a driver's license.

rocket plane, and he became 
famed piloting, for NASA at

WAYNE, Mich.—(NEA)— 
Last December Donald Ka­ 
minsky went to the Univer­ 
sity 
of 
Michigan 
medical 
center for the final word on 
his heart condition. 
The word was grim. 
Specialists told Kaminsky 
he was dying, that he had 
only three other alternatives: 
one, continue medication and 
survive possibly a n o t h e r 
year; two, have a pair of 
new- valves inserted into his 
heart and run an 80 per cent 
risk of operational death; 
three, cut the old heart out 
completely and put in a new 
one with a 50 50 chance of 
success. 
Today, seven months later, 
39*year-old Don Kaminsky is 
"damn glad I took the third 
choice. Heck, I'd probablv 
be in the grave if I didn't.“ 
Kaminsky, one of 19 sur­ 
viving heart transplant pa­ 
tients in the United States, 
and one of 32 in the world, is 
hardly in the grave. 
11c says, "I never felt so 
good in my life. Man. 1 feel 
10 years young. 1 can walk 
as far as 1 want, I can run. 
too. 1 eat like a hog, sleep 
like a log—and, let me tell 
you. I’m having a ball.” 


Officials at the IJ.M. m edi­ 
cal center are "overjoyed” 
with his progress. In suc­ 
ceeding checkups (he goes in 
for a physical once a month) 
no complications have been 
found. 
His 
medicine 
has 
been reduced from 200 pills 
a day immediately after the 
transplant to a current nine. 
His pulse, respiration and 
stam ina are good. 
K am in­ 
sky.” says one medico, ‘‘is 
alive and well and probably 
off fishing.” 
And if not fishing, adds 
Kaminsky 
h i m s e l f , 
then 
son1 11. ng. anything else. 


“ Man. I’m raising hell. I 
mean I ’m doing whatever 1 
want to do. Nothing seems 
to bother me now. 


“ I walk a mile every morn­ 
ing before breakfast! I can 
climb up any flight of stairs 
you name. 1 can fish all day 
and then go into the nearest 
town and drink booze all the 
rest of the night. 
“ I even smoke. A pack a 
day. It’s O.K. — seven of the 
nine heart specialists at the 
University smoke. They told 
me as long as 1 kept it mod­ 
erate, it'd be all right. So 
only one pack a day. And I 
feel great.” 
How Don Kaminsky feels 
is a bright light in the other­ 
wise dim corridors of human 
heart transplants. Seventy- 
five per cent of the patients 
who nave undergone this op­ 
eration have died. A number 
of those s u r v i v i n g are 
plagued by recurring side 
ailments. 
Not Kaminsky, however. 
“You 
know,” 
he 
says, 
“ I’ve read about most of the 
other guys (other transplant 
recipients) 
and 
you 
know 
what? I think they all worry 
too 
much. 
They 
get 
de­ 
pressed or something, and 
they get the feeling they 
won’t m ake it, 
"Personally, 
I 
don’t

anything bother me. I got a 
second Tease on life. I know 
it and 1 ain’t got time to sit 
around moping I’m going to 
m ake it. J’m going to live to 
be 70 and that’s ail I care 
about.”

Vigilantes Train to Combat College Militants

WASHINGTON—(N E A)— 
If any students try to take 
over a college building next 
year, it’ll be the last build­ 
ing they’ll ever take over. 
Or so. in essence, says 
Louis T. Byers, a “ fed-up 
A m erican” who is organizing 
a vigilante backlash m ove­ 
ment on the nation's c a m ­ 
puses. 


Byers is a disciple of “ law 
and order,” a defender of 
what he views 
“the Ameri­ 
can way.” and asserts he has 
dedicated himself to 
'rid­ 
ding our schools of pinkos. 
M a r x i s t s and black and 
white gangsters.” 
He promises the exterm i­ 
nation will be done any way 
necessary. 
i f it comes to it. we will 
m eet violence with violence. 
We don't intend to be pushed 
around any more by the Bol­ 
shevik conspiracy. We aren ’t 
opposed to physical force. 
And we are preparing to win 
any fight we enter.” 
By "w e” Byers m eans the 
m em bers of National Youth 
Alliance, a new organization 
headquartered here in the 
capital The Alliance, formed 
from the youthful residue of 
the George Wallace for P res­ 
ident campaign, is aggres- 


sively conservative in staff 
and structure. 


Right now, Byers says, the 
NYA has less t h a n 2.500 
m em bers, mostly loosely a s­ 
sembled. But he adds that 
“ as word of our purpose gets 
out, we should grow by m any 
thousands” until, by n e x t 
school year, he expects to 
have affiliated cells of sup­ 
port in every college com ­ 
munity. 


These cells, he explains, 
will be m ade up of “ dedi­ 
cated young people, super­ 
vised on a national level. 


who will be able to handle 
any leftish Marxist-anarchist 
activity which takes place in 
their areas.” 


Byers emphasizes "a n y ” 
activity: 


"L et’s say the following 
happens—some communistic 
SDS m em bers (Students for 
a Democratic Society) take 
over a student union build­ 
ing somewhere. Well, then, 
right away our people will 
meet to react. 


“ At first we will do every­ 
thing possible, peaceably, to 


get the rowdies evicted. We 
will apply pressure on the 
administration, t h e l o c a l 
community, and the police— 
to try to get a general up­ 
rising. 


“ But if nothing happens 
this way. then we'll have to 
resort to final means. We’ll 
organize enough people and 
enough force to physically 
enter the building—and toss 
the militants out ourselves.” 
Byers says preparation for 
a u t u m n contingencies, in­ 
cluding the use of force, is 
going on right now and will 


increase as does NYA mem ­ 
bership. 


He says e d u c a t i o n a l 
movies are being prepared, 
instructional sheets, reading 
lists—everything needed to 
t r a i n c a m p u s “counter­ 
forces.” 
“We will t e a c h t h e m 
everything and anything,” 
Byers insists. “If they need to 
learn about karate, w e’ll get 
karate instructors. If they 
need to learn marksmanship 
—w e’ll get police or military 
training. 
“ U n d e r s t a n d now. we 
aren ’t going out looking for 
trouble. T hat’s not our job. 
But our schools today are 
filled w i t h troublemakers. 
And we just want to get rid 
of them and get back to the 
business of education.” 
Ironically, the “ business of 
education” is not a subject 
which Louis Byers is overly 
familiar with. He’s 37, for 
one thing, well past the age 
of student ties. Moreover, he 
says he has never been for­ 
mally schooled in his life. 
He’s the product of a split 
home, was never enrolled in 
any classroom and therefore 
refers to himself as "self- 
educated.” 
As far as political organi­ 
zation goes, however. Byers 
has some background. He 
stumped for George Wallace. 


He w o r k e d for the John 
Birch Society. And he but­ 
tonholes support with a fully 
experienced, v e r y profes­ 
sional pitch. 
Byer’s pitch is, of course, 
that Right is right. And he is 
his own most a r d e n t be­ 
liever. In fact, he is so ex­ 
tremely Right, he admits he 
cannot always speak for the 
philosophies of N a t i o n a l 
Youth Alliance. 
But no m atter, he adds. 
NYA philosophies are con­ 
servative enough. The group 
symbol is an equal sign with 
a slash through it. to signify 
what Byers calls “the myth 
of equality.” The group bible 
is a book called “ Im perium .” 
w h i c h dismisses minority 
peoples as “ bloodsuckers.” 
The group philosophy is that 
a n y o n e not with them is 
against them. 
In sum. says Byers, the 
NYA group, t h o u g h com ­ 
posed of the young, is “ patri­ 
otically m ature.” He says he 
realizes some people may 
see them as militiamen or 
storm troopers, but he in­ 
sists they are only patriots. 
And come next s c h o o l 
year, he adds, patriotism is 
going to make a comeback 
on the nation’s cam puses— 
“ one wav or the other.”

As he says, he’s making 
up for lost time:

walk 10 feel. I was a sales­ 
man. but I couldn't sell. I 
was 
walking 
d e a d , 
you 
know? I’d look at myself in 
the mirror and I knew I was 
a goner. 
“But look at me now. I’ve 
gained 
35 
pounds. 
1 
eat 
pizza, 
hot 
dogs, 
steak. 
1 
d r i n k 
b e e r . 
Man. 
I’m 
healthy. 1 really feel like a 
kid again.” 
And. he adds, he means 
to stay this way. 


"Now don’t get me wrong. 
I ain ’t just going crazy. I 
watch myself. I pace my­ 
self. If I get tired. I slow 
down. If I don’t know some­ 
thing. I check with the doc­ 
tors. In other words. 1 take 
care of myself now

the first dummy, the streets 
of London are filled with im­ 
poverished 
gentlemen 
who 
owe their plight to the failure 
to pull trumps. A somewhat 
different situation applies in 
the New York bread lines 
Their 
m e m b e r s 
pulled 
trumps too soon. 
South wins with dummy's 
ace of spades and is laced 
with a problem: Should he 
go right after trumps or try 
to discard a club on the third 
good spade? He has to lose 
three aces. If West holds the 
ace of clubs. South may lose 
two 
club 
tricks. 
He 
can 
guard against that by going 
right after a club discard. 
Which line should he adopt? 


The basic mathematics are 
that spades will break 4-3 
just over 62 per cent of the 
time while West will hold the 
club ace just .50 per cent of 
the time. 
There are •complications in 
other suits. For instance: If 
West holds all three miss­ 
ing aces (a 124 per cent 
chance». South can go after 
trumps with no fear that a 
club will be led through hi> 
king. East can never gain 
the lead. 
This brings the trump play 
up to a 624 per cent chance 
There also is a chance that 
if West holds the aces of 
hearts and clubs, he will con­ 
tinue spades or even play his 
ace of clubs after getting in 
with the ace of hearts This 
also favors the immediate 
ti ump play. 
If you take a good look at 
all four hands, you will see 
the winning play is to try the 
spades right away and that 
is the play we recommend 
The first reason is that if 
spades do break 5-2 and West 
holds the long spades. South 
will overruff. The 
second, 
although a very tar-tetched 
reason, is that maybe East 
or West started with two 
spades and the singleton ace 
of hearts

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Willingness is key to success 


Last Tuesday the Record ran a large ad calling attention to 
the fact that the heart of the city is showing signs of age and de­ 
terioration. The ad was followed with a series of articles 
written by staff w riter Vaughn Proctor. 
The initial article used the wide and indelicate brush of real­ 
ty to paint the picture the way it is in order that the problem 
could be evaluated and assessed within its proper context. 
The subsequent articles took a more positive approach by as­ 
sessing the existing qualities of the downtown and by calling 
on experts to offer guidelines for improvements. 
The editorial and advertising campaign clearly made the 
point that the heart of the city is ill —but not critically. Its 
problems are not unlike those of other cities which have 
faced the demands and requirements of changing times. The 
hearts of many cities have ceased to beat and as a result 
their cultural, 
commercial and governmental 
cores died, 
leaving ghettos and blight to take over. It need not be that way 
here. There is an alternative, a happy alternative: 
—Where there are now vacant lots, there can be temporary 
city parks featuring green grass, gay flowers, 
inexpensive 
re-circulating waterfalls, benches and game tables. 
-Independently 
owned 
stores could pool their talents and 
resources to construct false fronts which would provide the 
illusion of specialty shopping centers. 


-Entire blocks could be upgraded and designed to produce a 
mall effect without resorting to a major rebuilding program. 
—A ll stores and businesses could be encouraged to invest 
in planters to be placed along the sidewalks to help promote 
the flower theme which in reality is Lompoc’s biggest annual 
promotion project. 
The list of possible positive steps which could be taken to 
improve the downtown, a movement which would improve the 
entire city and all its commercial districts, could go on and 
on. It is limited only by the lim its of our imagination and crea­ 
tivity. 


No, the downtown of Lompoc is not dead. It will die only when 
those who are capable of giving it life no longer choose to do 
so — when they no longer care. 
The Lompoc Record cares — it cares very much. It believes

and wires and utility company workers laboring to restore 
services. 
It got so bad that one exasperated resident put a sign 
on a pile of tree limbs, smashed picnic tables and other 
litter: 
“ Genuine Lakewood Storm Souvenirs for Sale.’’ 
Others signs appeared saying, “ Tourists Go Home.” 
The strange thing is that when a disaster is actually in 
progress it seems to bring out the best in most people. 
There was incident after incident of people risking their 
own safety to help others during the height of this storm. 
It is in the aftermath that we revert to type. 
There is nothing vicious about this voyeuristic type of 
behavior. It is merely stupid. 
And it happens every time. 


Judge plebiscite needed 


A north county plebiscite w ill evi­ 
dently be in order to select a seventh 
county superior judge once the bill to 
create the additional judgeship is en­ 
acted in bacramento. 
County Bar Association spokesmen 
pointed out today that the Santa Maria 
and Lompoc bar group w ill be con­ 
ducting a plebiscite to send results to 
Gov. Reagan’s office in the same man­ 
ner the Santa Barbara Bar Assn. did 
which led to the selection of Arden 
T. Jensen, Solvang justice court judge, 
to fill the vacancy caused by disabil­ 
ity retirement of Judge W. Preston 
Butcher. 
There may be changes in the system, 
however, which seem necessary in the 
interests of good planning. 
The timetable can be tightened up 


between vacancy and appointment and 
the actual donning of the robes by 
the new judge. 
Before Judge Jensen-who will take 
over his new post on or about Sept.l- 
assumes charge in the Santa Barbara 
Courthouse, there will have been a 
long time lapse since Judge Butcher’s 
collapse back in April. 
The plebiscite had to be taken, and 
then the governor’s office was sent 
the results. 
Then the selection com­ 
mittee had to be named and convene 
to assist in determining the new judge. 
There was a period of some two months 
between news of the appointment and 
the time the results were sent to Gov. 
Reagan’s office. 
Then follows another two-month per­ 
iod, approimately, from time of ap- 


pointment to the time a judge and att­ 
orney such as Jensen can wind up his 
law practice and assume the Superior 
Court judgeship. 
Thus from late April to Sept. 1 there 
is a vacant judgeship, with case loads 
mounting ominously before and during 
the summer vacation period when jud­ 
ges have a month’s vacation. 
Assigned judges from other counties 
have taken some of the load, as had 
Municipal Judge Frank P. Keanney, as 
Judge protem. 
But the fact of the matter is, the 
judges kept falling behind while work­ 
ing as hard as they could. 
The seventh judgeship bilLwhich is 
expected to be enacted now that the 
key Senate Committee on Government 
Efficiency passed it-will not be effect­ 
ive until July 1, 1970. 
This will give the bar groups time 
for some proper planning it is pointed 
out. 
One bar association Bader says he 
feels it would be a fine idea to have 
the plebiscite for the seventh judge in 
the north county taken some time in 
February or April, so that when the 
judgeship becomes effective July 1, App­ 
ointment can be immediate and there 
would be no loss of time as in the curr­ 
ent situation. 
The same advance-planning program 
could be carried out to provide for the 
reported retirement of Judge C. Doug­ 
las Smith, 
who 
according 
to Court­ 
house sources, is expected to step down 
in the fall of 1970 when he reaches re­ 
tirement age.

PARIS — A recent French Institute 
of Public Opinion (Gallup) poll shows 
our country at the top 'f 
French list 
of favorite nations. The United States 
now leads all other countries by more 
than two to one; Canada is the runner- 
up; 
Russia 
runs a poor fourth, after 
Belgium. 
One lesson learned from a long Euro­ 
pean trip at its ending and on returning 
home is that when we are told that our 
“ image” is bad among Europeans per­ 
haps we are being asked to forget their 
image of one another. On that compari­ 
son we bloom like a rose. 
Some 
subscribe to 
the popularly 
h e l d 
European opinion that 
all Americans 
are 
crazy, 
anyway. Oth­ 
ers feel that, 
by be­ 
ing American, 
this 
makes 
it impossible 
for us to understand 
and judge Europe. But 
wise, 
admiring 
and 
generous 
friends 
of 
Americans abound in 
every 
European nook 
and corner. And, as for disliking us, all 
dislikes are relative. In simple truth, 
Europeans as a whole certainly do not 
dislike us any more than they dislike 
one another. 
You can find easy proof of this if you 
begin in Britain and make a circle coun­ 
terclockwise. 
Whoever heard at a Scotsman on fire 
with affection for the English? And do 
Scotsmen and Englishmen between them 
love the Irish — and vice verse? That 
w ill be the day! 
Cross “ The Sleeve,” as the French 
call the English Channel. Britons might­ 
ily enjoy the French oo-ia-la 
atmos­ 
phere, the wines and food, the glitter­ 
ing Riviera and this unmatched city of 
Paris. But don’t most British denounce 
the foibles, 
frailities and failures 
of 
the French? The French, in turn, accuse 
the British 
of believing that “ all black 
men begin at Calais” and of being in­ 
sufferably stuffy, besides. 
Continue south. 
Surely, I found in 
Spain no love lost between the French 
and their Spanish cousins — and there 
never has been. 
And both the French 
and the Spaniards will tell you that the 
trouble with Italy as a country is the 
Italians. 
Go on to Rome. The Italians’ dislike 
for their own Sicilians and for the 
French, 
Spanish, 
Yugoslavs, Albani­ 
ans and Greeks, is of course, historic; 
and in Vienna you are reminded that the 
Italians and Austrians have been fight­ 
ing for hundreds of years. 
The Austrians, in turn, have never 
liked the Czechs and Poles, to put it mild­ 
ly, and the Czechs and Poles like neither 
the Austrians nor each other. 
Go north in the circle. Most Norwe­ 
gians easily contain any enthusiasm for 
the Swedes. “ You Swedes stayed neutral 
in the German 
war while we fought,” 
they say. “ You Norwegians would have 
stayed neutral, too, if you had not been 
attacked,” reply the outraged Swedes. 
And both blow few kisses across the 
Skagerrak to their neighboring Danes. 
In Holland nearly any Dutchman will 
tell you that there should be no Bel­ 
gium. “ Northern Belgium should 
be 
Dutch,” millions insist. “ Southern Bel- 
gium should be French. 
Why a Bel­ 
gium?” And the Gelgians, by and large, 
like neither the Dutch nor the French. 
This is the Belgians’ answer, in part, 
as to why there is a Belgium. 
Finally, as for the Germans: 
from 
one end of Europe to the other many 
Europeans love the Germans like a bull­ 
dog loves a tramp. 
Nor has today’s rather aggressive 
West German prosperity 
melted many 
European hearts or charmed the neigh­ 
bors unduly. The letter “ D” for Deuts­ 
chland plastered on buses, 
trailers, 
Volkswagens, 
Mercedes 
sports cars, 
scooters and rubber float 
boats that 
swamp 
Europe’s highways, lakes and 
beaches, 
and resorts, cafes and casi­ 
nos with swarms of these former ene­ 
mies and their families certainly has 
taken off any of the heat that ever was 
on us Americans. 
Yet the European image of one anoth­ 


er does not deter Europeans from ming­ 
ling over here at the hearths of indivi­ 
dual friends of all nationalities with joy 
and great benefit. In fact, Western Eur­ 
opeans are now living an integrated 
economic and social life that grows 
closer every day in its collaboration. 
We Americans stand fully as favorably 
as any of the rest. And, if this statement 
seems debatable, a small experiment

State law mandates

Never before now in the memory of 
most political observers has the state 
legislature come up with so many mea­ 
sures that impinge on local prerogatives. 
True there are al­ 
ways a spate of bills 
that would affect lo­ 
cal options, but the 
bills that are pending 
do 
so in a massive 
way. City and county 
officials are deeply 
\ ; 
concerned. 
Not all the bills, 
however are inher­ 
ently bad and some 
are 
demonstrably 
good, from some points 
drunk driving legislation 
is a fine and determined effort to cut 
through the chiccanery and get right 
down to the nub of the problem. This 
fall a new law will go into affect low­ 
ering the standards on alcohol in the 
blood to a level of .10. Legal authorit­ 
ies have previously shied clear of pro­ 
secuting at levels below .15. The new 
law will now remove the gray areas 
that existed in an around the level of 
.15 alcohol content. 
Now there is another piece of legisla­ 
tion currently in the m ill that would 
reduce the level to .08, but at the same 
time distinguish between drunk driving 
and impaired driving. The legislation is 
patterned after an English system which 
uses a three-test routine before an arrest 
for drunk driving. There has been a tra­ 
ditional clamor also for the differentia­ 
tion between “ drunk” driving and a con­ 
dition brought on by a “ couple of drinks.” 
Any way you look at it the legislation 
was needed to clean up a nasty situation. 
For example if a defendant had enough 
money and time, he could fight a drunk 
driving charge when his alcohol level 
in his blood was .15 or even higher 
and maybe win acquittal. A level of 
.15 under the law that will go into 
effect this fall, will support the drunk 
driving charge, unless the defendent 


can prove otherwise. In other words 
the burden of proof will be on the de­ 
fendant instead of the prosecution. 
There is another piece of legisla­ 
tion which would make clear that the 
state does not prempt the field in the 
control of topless performances in bars 
and cocktail lounges. Local governments 
have sought such assurances for 
the 
years since topless performance first 
burst on the scene down in the Los An­ 
geles area. The fact of the matter is 
topless performances were preceded by 
programs such as the lingerie shows 
that were put on for businessmen lun­ 
cheons in south Los Angeles County. 
Then followed the topless, when the 
bar competitors thought a new twist 
was needed to attract the public. (Of 
course it must be taken for granted 
that Las Vegas had the topless long 
before all this.) 
But there are a whole series of 
bills that are in a more mundane cast. 
Today the Senate Committee on Govern­ 
mental Efficiency will give full-com- 
mittee hearing to AB 374 which would 
affect police and fire retirement stand­ 
ards. 
Most of the state’s cities are 
opposed to the bill because of its affect 
on municipal budgets, but significantly 
enough there are cities that approve 
it. 
There is another bill, SB 1414 af­ 
fecting 
police salaries, 
which will 
be heard Thursday by the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Finance. 
There are also a number of bills, 
like AB 325 which would require some 
degree of financial disclosure on the 
part of public officials.
